5 . national  Health  Service  Act.  1946 


The  County  Council  is  the  responsible 
authority  for  the  execution  of  this  Act. 

(a ) Laboratory  facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Hereford  and  the  Public 
Analyst’s  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen.  Due 
to  the  difficulty  of  communications  with 
Aberystwyth , the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
here  is  seldom  (if  ever)  used. 

(b)  Ambulance  Her vi c es 

The.  C runty  Ambulance  headquarters  are  at  the 
Country  Hospital,  Llandrindod  Wells.  Pa  as 
ambulance  has  to  be  used  ever,  when  cases 
are  being  sent  out  of  the  County,  principally 
to  the  County  Hospital,  Hereford.

( c ) Dental  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

These  facilities  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council. 

(d ) Child  Welfare 

The  Child  Welfare  Centre  i3  at  Walton, 
and  is  attended  monthly  hy  the  District 
Medical  Officer. 

The  following  portion  of  the  report  has  "been  compiled 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

6.  Water  Supplies 

(a)  Samples . These  have  been  taken  from  both 
public  and  private  sources,  and  submitted  for 
analysis.  Where  adverse  samples  have  been 
obtained,  advice  has  been  given  as  to  the 
necessary  alterations  and  improvements  that  should 
be  carried  out  to  these  water  supplies. 

(b)  Hew  Radnor  (Extended)  Scheme 

This  scheme  is  for  the  abstraction  of  water 
from  stream  in  Harley  Valley  to  supply  consumers 
in  Radnor  Valley  (including  villages  of 
Hew  Radnor,  Walton,  Old  Radnor,  etc.).  The  Welsh 
Office  have  informally  agreed  to  the  abstraction 
order  and  negotiations  have  been  in  progress  for 
the  purchase  of  land  for  the  "Intake  Site", 
"Reservoir"  and  "Filter  House".  The  Council  have 
been  very  concerned  over  the  length  of  time 
these  negotiations  arc  taking  and  have  done 
their  best  to  expedite  same. 

(o ) Llandcglc.v  and  Penybont  Scheme 

This  is  a joint  scheme  with  Rhayader  R.D.C. 
for  obtaining  water  from  the  Birmingham  aqueduct. 
Consent  has  been  given  to  this  scheme  and 
tenders  invited  for  this  work.  It  is  hoped 
that  work  will  be  well  advanced  on  this  scheme 
during  the  following  year. 

{ d ) Prank s bridge  Scheme 

The  Consulting  Engineers  have  drawn  up  an 
amended  scheme  for  this  area,  entailing  the 
abstraction  of  water  from  a well  3ited  close 
to  the  River  Edw  and  pumping  same  to  a 
reservoir,  from  which  point  a gravity  supply 
will  be  available  for  all  consumers.  This 
SOheme  had  been  forwarded  for  approval, 

7 • Drainage  and  Sewage  Di  too:: ul 

There  are  two  small  sewage  disposal  works  in  the 
district  at  Hew  Radnor  and  Evenjobb,  and  they  both  deal 
with  sewage  from  Council  Housing  Estates.  In  the  rest  of 
the  district,  where  water-carriage  drainage  is  possible, 
premises  are  drained  into  septic  tanks  with  soakaways 
for  the  effluents. 

The  need  for  improvements  to  be  carried  out  is 
however  very  necessary.  The  Council  are  negotiating 
for  the  purchase  of  land  at  Old  Radnor  for  the  purpose  of 
installing  a sewage  works  here  when  additional  Council 
Houses  are  being  built. 


8 . Refuse  Collection  and.  Disposal 


* 


The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  hy  a 
private  contractor.  His  area  of  collection  covers  all 
of  the  classified  roads  in  the  district.  A monthly  collection 
is  maintained  and  disposal  is  hy  means  of  controlled 
tipping  on  three  separate  sites. 

9 . Rodent  Control 


The  Council's  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  jointly 
with  Kington  U.D.C.  A systematic  survey  of  the  district 
is  carried  out.  All  infestations  discovered  are 
treated.  Dwelling  houses  receive  a free  service,  hut 
business  premises  (including  farms)  are  charged.  The 
A.E.C.  also  make  contracts  with  farmers  for  the 
destruction  of  rats. 

10 . Housing 


The  erection  of  two  more  Council  houses  at 
Glades  try  was  completed,  bringing  the  total  number  of 
Council  houses  in  the  district  to  36. 

The  demand  for  new  Council  houses  in  this  area 
would  not  appear  to  he  as  great  as  in  other  districts. 

This  is  mainly  due  to  the  high  cost  of  building  a small 
number  ;f  houses  in  a very  sparsely  populated  rural  district, 
with  the  resultant  high  rent  of  at  least  30/-. 

Sites  for  the  erection  of  Council  houses  at 
Old  Radnor  and  Llandeglcy  have  been  purchased,  and  plans 
for  same  arc  being  prepared.  The  proposed  erection  of 
houses  at  Old  Radnor  will  be  dependent  on  the  New  Radnor 
(extended)  scheme  for  a water  supply. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  given  approval  to 
8 housing  improvement  grants  totalling  a sum  of 
£1,785  10s  Od.  In  addition,  improvements  have  been 

carried  out  to  several  agricultural  dwelling  houses  with  the 
aid  of  grants  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.

( c ) Heat  and  Other  Foods  Inspection 


There  are  no  licensed,  slaughter  houses  in 
the  district.  All  meat  that  is  retailed  in  the  butchers 
shop  or  from  vans  is  slaughtered  outside  the  district 
and  is  inspected  before  it  leaves  the  slaughter  house-. 

A various  assortment  of  tinned  and  other 
prepacked  food  stuffs  was  inspected  during  the  year. 
Ihere  condemnations  are  made,  the  food  is  disposed 
of  by  burial  after  packages  have  been  satisfactorily 
perforated. 

(d ) milk  quo ply 

All  dairy  premises  in  the  district  are 
occupied  by  producer/wholesalers  and  these  come  under 
the  supervision  of  the  ministry  of  Agriculture.
